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MARCONI UNABLE 
TO CAPITALISE

MARCONI fell foul last Wednesday night to one of the oldest 
Occurrences in football ... a team lifting their game following a 
dismissal of one of their players. Sydney Croatia were the 
culprits, having Tom Basic sent-off late in the first half and 
subsequently going on to win the semi-final, 2-1. 


In what was to 
prove a very physical 
encounter, (no less 
than four yellow 
cards, two sending- 
offs and umpteen cau- 
tions) Marconi were 
simply unable to 
break down Croatia's 
defences following the 
departure of Basic. 

Little or nothing 
went right for Marconi 
and it all began going 
backwards for them 
after just 11 minutes. 

‘A hopeful long punt 
up field by Socceroo, 
Zarko Odzakov, found 
Marconi’s fullback Lee 
Sterrey and Croatia's 
striker Jimmy Patikas 
in hot pursuit. 

Sterrey reached the 
ball first just outside 
his own area, a kind 
knee-high ‘bounce 
seemed to have 
aborted any likely 
danger until Sterrey 
lobbed the ball over 
his advancing ‘keep- 
er, Bruce James and 
into the net. 

For a time Marconi 
seemed to be spurred 
into veracious action 
as they attempted to 
pull the cruel ‘own 
goal’ back. 

It didn’t take them 
long either, as seven 
minutes later Sterrey 
somewhat atoned for 
his blunder with an 
inch-perfect cross onto 
the feet of the chunky 
forward, David Lowe. 

Lowe twisted and 
turned his way into 
the box before being 
denied by Steve Wat- 
son's feet trying to de- 
lecately ‘touch’ the 
ball past him. The ball 
was then completely 
mis-kicked by Vedran 
Rozic and Lowe had 
another opportunity — 
still he couldn't score! 
Rod Brown then col- 
lected the loose ball 
and drilled it in to 
level the score. 


Mark Jankovics, 
Marconi’s perennial 
goal-poacher‘scored’ 
what was deemed an 
off-side ‘goal’ at the 
half-hour so the score 
remained unchanged. 


Basic then commit- 
ted a cynical charge 
on rival centre-back 
Steve Calderan as the 
Marconi man was 
breaking through the 
Croatian defender. 


Referee Richard Lor- 
ence had no option but 
to send Basic on his 
way. 


From here Croatia 
should have been 
easy pickings for a 
Marconi outfit that re- 
vells in going forward 
but no! This was the 
turning point for 
Croatia, 


In fact Croatia were 
little or not effected at 
all. As Zarko Odzakoy 
was hauled back into 
defence, a position in 
which he has played 
for Australia and did 
his job admirably. 


Les Scheinflug ex- 
plained afterwards. 
“We lost the game at 
that stage. They lifted 
their play above ours 
and simply we didn't 
show any capability of 
taking advantage of 
the extra man we pos- 
sessed. 


“We have only 
ourselves to blame. 
The defensive lapses 
that we had, we paid 
for dearly.” 


It was indeed a de- 
fensive lapse that 
gave Croatia their all- 
important goal. 


In the 50th minute, 
speedy winger Zeljko 
Jurin broke away 
down the right and 
away from his marker, 
Lee Sterrey. His cross 
was inexplicably mis- 
sed by Jim Patikas and 
Steve Calderan at the 
near post. 


Shane Clinch was 
all alone in the area 
and he duly slotted 
the ball in the far 
corner, 


Only a matter of mi- 
nutes later. Marconi 
may have equalised- 
when a Peter Tredin- 
nick cross found Mark 
Jankovics crashing it 
on the volley just over 
the bar. 


Again in the 68th 
minute Jankovics was 

the thick of the ac- 
tion, when he charged 
onto a pass inside the 
Croatian area, He 
crashed to the ground 
under challenge by 
Rozic, it seemed a fair 
claim for a penalty but 
the factor that may. 
have swayed Richard 
Lorenc in the negative 
was that both seemed 
to connect shoulder- 
to-shoulder. 

There was time 
enough for one last 
chance. Marconi’s 
veteran stopper, Tony 
Henderson drove a 
half-volley in the 72nd 
minute only inches 
over and Marconi’s 
hopes went there and 
then. 

Following a frustrat- 
ing match in the mid- 
dle of the park where 
Craig Mason, Ian 
Gray and Peter Tre- 
dinnick were given lit- 
tle or no chance to get 
into the match, Mason 
committed three con- 
secutive fouls in the 
space of five minutes 
and with only 90 
seconds remaining re- 
ceived his marching 
orders following a 
clattering challenge 
on, Jim Patikas.

THERE have been some pretty sad soccer related stories recently. 


It’s.a pleasure to re- 
port one with a happy 
ending. 


Back in 1977, or late 
1976, Canberra City 
successfully applied 
to join the newly 
formed Philips Soccer 
League of Australia. 


Its inclusion made 
up the numbers for the 
14 clubs embarking on 


a new, progressive 
and ambitious 
venture 


In its second season 
Canberra City, then 
averaging 6,000-plus 


fans to the newly 
opened National 
Sports Stadium 


(Bruce) also went into 
new club premises. 


These were later 
changed to East Row, 
Civic right in the heart 
of the national 
capital. 


While nothing fan- 
cy, the licensed club 
served as a meeting 
place for soccer peo- 
ple and its profits sup- 
ported its National 
League team. 


Escalating costs 
associated with com- 
peting in the national 


competition, declining 
crowds and other fac- 
tors saw Canberra 
City hit the skids. 


Debts mounted to 
such an extent that at 
the end of the 1981 
season, Canberra City 
had had enough. 


Downer Olympic 
Soccer Club took over 
the underwriting of 
the national capital 
side for the start of the 
1982 season and Can- 
berra City or the Soc- 
cer Club of Canberra 
had some big deci- 
sions to make. 


The end of such stor- 
ies usually sees the 
club go to the wall, 
debts left unpaid and 
soccer's credibility, 
especially in a small 
town like Canberra, 
take another hiding. 


That was the easy 
way out for the Board. 


Go into receiver 
ship, pay the creditors 
what you could 
(which was a total in 
excess of $350,000 or a 
paltry one and a half 
cents in the dollar) 
forget about soccer 
and let the game go to

Canberra City opted 
other than for the easy 
way out. 


A restructured man- 
agement, $400,000 
worth of extensions 
and _ renovations 
turned the club over- 
night into one of the 
most prestigious clubs 
in Canberra. 


Centrally located, 
the City Club caters 
for the business com- 
munity during the day 
and is one of the natio- 
nal capital's leading 
nightspots in the 
evening offering lux- 
ury surrounds, superb 
food and bar service 
and is one of the 
favourite haunts for 
Canberra's social set 


In three years the 
City Club has all but 
paid off its massive 
debt and is already 


contributing to the 
game’s development, 

It was the major 
sponsor of the recent 
Australian Primary 
Schools’ Soccer Carni- 
val staged in Can- 
berra and fields two 
teams in the ACT com- 
petition, 

Next season it will 
field four senior teams 
and 10 junior teams 
from under 7 to 16 
years, 

And in the longer 
term it is conceivable 
that the City Club will 
be highly supportive 
of Canberra's Natio- 
nal League team. 

Which is all a far cry 
from back in 1982 
when it would have 
been ever so easy to 
walk away from all 
the debts and prob- 
lems and forget about 
it, 

Charles Perkins, his 
board and manage- 
ment, have performed 
a minor miracle with 
such a dramatic turn 
around and deserve 
the highest of praise 
for their efforts from 
all _in soccer. 

There should be 
more stories like the 
success of the City 
Club in Canberra.

MAJOR PROBLEM FOR 
AUSTRALIAN SPORT 


SMITH and Nephew (the Elastoplast people) and the University 
of New England, encouraged by the success of their first joint 
venture last January, have announced details of another Sports 
Trainers Camp to be held in Armidale next January.

Medicine Federation 
and his experience 
covers all levels from 
Little Athletics to first 
grade Sydney Soccer, 
Rugby League and 
Rugby Union, World 
Championship Row- 
ing and the Olympic 
Games. 

At the Elastoplast

more than illustrious career into 
coaching juniors through shows such 
\ as Captain Socceroo. 
You could safely call Warren’s move 
to St.George in the late 60’s one of the 
bargains of the Australian soccer 
century, he joined the club in an 
exchange deal with Canterbury. 
With Saints he grew into one of the 
best known soccer stars this country 
has produced. 
Originally a striker, John later 
settled in a midfield role from where 
he captained club and country, taking 
Part in three World Cup campaigns 
between 1965 and 1974. 
One of the far too rare talents in the 
game, Warren had his own rhythm set 
to an invisible, built-in metronome, 
sweeping him across the ground and 
Setting the pace for his team.

JUNIOR soccer's major progress over the past few years has 
been the advent of non-competitive matches for youngsters 
playing the game at the ages of seven and eight. 


To all those who can 
remember the days of 
young boys playing on 
a full sized pitch, with 
eleven a side there 
would definitely be no 
going back. 

Unfortunately there 
is yet to be a junior 
Association in New 
South Wales which is 
prepared to go all the 
way and eliminate 
competitive matches 
for youngsters up and 
until the age of 
twelve. 

Until this day ar- 
rives, most players in 
this country will never 
achieve the skills and 
ability of players in 
the major soccer na- 
tions in the world. 


Most junior soccer 
coaches who guide 
teams from the age of 
six through to Under 
12s, stress on their 
players to kick the ball 
as hard as far as 
possible, and to follow 
through and chase it. 


This style of play, 
kick and run, can be 
very effective within 
these age groups, as 
most teams at this 
level have either’ one 
or two front running 
strikers who stand 
head and shoulders 


above their team 
mates. 
Coaches enforce 


this style of play on 
the youngsters in their 
control so as to pro- 
duce a winning com- 
bination, 

But at the same 
time, players in this 
age group are afraid 
to attempt to dribble 
or pass, for fear of 
being abused by their 
coach, and parents.

Ideas of continuing 
this non-competitive 
form of soccer to older 
age groups has been 
mentioned over the 
past few years. Now is 
the time to discuss 
these matters with 
your club and raise 
them for discussion at 
Association level. 

The sooner we intro- 
duce non-competive 
soccer for youngsters 
Under the age of 
twelve, the better the 
game in this country 
will be. 

As it stands now 
players in this age 
group are placed 
under enormous 
pressure to gain re- 
sults and win 
championships, when 
instead the main aim 
should be to develop 
players who can fully 
control a ball and be 
able to knock the ball 
anywhere on the field 
as they so desire. 

As it stands now, 
and you can witness it 
yourself any Saturday 
during the winter 
months, in any of the 
thousands of sporting 
grounds around the 
State, players just 
belting the ball first 
time and chasing. 

Tt would be interest- 
ing what the views of 
the thousands of pa- 
rents involved in the 
game would be on this 
subject. 

In next week's issue

WHAT HAPPENED 
TO THE

Dear Sir, 


| feel the need to express my opinions 
and views on the dramatic downfall 
of the famous APIA Club. I’ve tried to 
put off writing this letter. However | 
can't wait any longer. 

| am a known official of the club and 
give it all my support at all times. I'm 
deeply worried about the current situa- 
tion. 

The team is performing very poorly, 
languishing at the bottom of the table for 
most of the season. Bad performances and 
games I've never criticised — after all we 
are all human and no-one's perfect. 


However, due to reasons unknown, 
some players are always in the first grade 
side every week, however they perform. 
This club has the best youth and junior 
soccer record in NSW, but what happens 
to these players? 

Established players such as Paul Carter 
and lan Gray have been allowed to leave 
the club after just breaking into the grade 
(not to mention ‘veteran’ stars such as 
John Bradley and Peter Tredinnick being 
forced to leave). 


Last season we had youngsters such as 
Vince Colagiuri, Tony Genovese, Paul 
Maresso, Carlo Spina, Frank Speranza and 
Gary van Egmond turning in brilliant 
performances for the youth side, being 
expected to be promoted to the first 
grade, especially as the NSL side fails to 
perform week in, week out. 


Vince Colaguri and Tony Genovese are 
continued to be overlooked in the strikers 
dept. — incredible with the pathetic for- 
wards the club has Carlo Spina spends 
most of his time sitting next to the coach 
on the subs. bench. Paul Maresso turns in 
blinders every week in the youth games — 
‘surely he is ready for an NSL chance. Frank 
Speranza and Gary van Egmond have both 
been allowed to leave the club — both 
formidable strikers full of potential — 
however they had to wait so long for a 
chance, as did Ali Reda, Aust. Schoolboy 
representative. 


Why |, and so many other officials and 
supporters are infuriated, is that these 
youngsters, who have proved themselves 
at youth level, are not given a chance to 
establish themselves at NSL level — ESPE- 
CIALLY as the current team fielded every 
week performs so miserably.

THERE is one obstacle which, above 
all else, will stop soccer from becom- 
ing Australia’s national sport — the 
NSL clubs’ ethnic names. 


A few times this season we have seen 
NSL players on TV i 
of a new club, “I'm Greek, so | joined Sth 
Melbourne Hellas” etc. | know that most 
players don't mind what nationality sup- 
Ports the club they play for, but spectators 
are much more sensitive in this area. If | 
supported Marconi, people would say- 
-“Why why do you support them? You're 
not Italian!” and | find it hard to imagine a 
Croatian saying, “I support Sydney Olym- 
pic because Pratten Park is closer to home 
than the Croatian Sports Centre." if ethnic 
groups feel that they must only support 
their “national” team, how can we expect 
the rank-and-file Anglo Aussie to support a 
“foreign” team? 


| realise that at the moment the NSL's 
Nnon-British supporters are its lifeblood, and 
nothing should be done which would’ drive 
them away, but that does not change the 
fact that the NSL will always be anaemic 
(to continue the allusion) without the sup- 
Port of all the ethnic groups in each club's 
area. 


Even if the clubs behind the scenes don't 
change, the teams should be separate 
enough to have a name acceptable to any 
Australian citizen. You might think that 
this wouldn't make any difference, but ask 
the average Aussie what Sydney City was 
called before, and he wouldn't know. I've 
been interested in the NSL for the last four 
years, and | only recently found out that 
the Brisbane and Adelaide teams are of 
ethnic origin, so how could the man in the 
street guess? 


The way to make soccer acceptable to 
all people is to make each team accept- 
able to any person, and the key lies in the 
names.
